A survey of the vote cast re­ 
vealed that 431 voters out of 757 
eligible to vote in the five dis­ 
tricts involved, a 57 percent vote.

Shannon and Mr. Therieau were 
nominated but Mayor Shannon 
declined to accept. Mr. Therieau 
then received four votes out of 
the six cast.

October 1, 1943. the vanguard of the WAC detach­ 
ment. to become a part of the Tom ey General Hospital organiza­ 
tion. reported for duly at this hospital. Two officers reported at that 
time and have since become an integral part of the Tomey per­ 
sonnel. T.t« Lydia J. Bigler, of the dietetics department, and Helen 
C. B o w e n , of the civilian personnel office, are the officers that 
arrived on the dale mentioned above. 


Six months and 
eight 
daysf 
later, April ith, 
five 
enlisted 
members of the WAC arrived at 
Torney and are assigned to the 
Physical Therapy department. On 
Monday, April 10, the first WAC 
detachment of Torney was acti­ 
vated w ith Lt. Helen C. Bowen 
as commanding officer. 
Members of the enlisted per­ 
sonnel of the WAC now stationed 
here include: 
Cpls. Frances E. 
Crary, Jean H. Forrest, Ekina H. 
Livaudais, Katherine R. Coyner, 
and T/5 Edith L. Salyer. 
The 
above are all college graduates 
and have, during the past six 
months, completed the course of 
study at Stanford University in
